Gold was discovered in 
our mountains in the early 
1800s, well in advance of the 
more famous discovery made 
by James Marshall at Sut¬ 
ter's Mill in 1848. 

A plaque in Placerita Can¬ 
yon states that the first gold 
discovery in California was 
made at that spot on March 
9, 1842. 

The San Gabriel River 
north of Azusa is well known 
to the fishermen, being 
stocked every week by the 
Fish and Game Commission. 
But few know of its colorful 
gold mining days—and the 
forgotten town of El Dorado- 
ville, which was situated 
where the paved road in the 
East Fork ends, at Camp 
Bonita. 

THE FIRST American 
miners working the upper 
East Fork were discovered 
by a surveyor in 1855. These 
were the Kern River Boom¬ 
ers, who had drifted south 
when their Kern River oper¬ 
ations played out. They were 
after coarse gold only. 

Two partners, Baker and 
Smith, took out §800 worth 
of gold in one day. Another 
miner, Tom Driver, dug out 
$350 worth in two hours— 
and miners streamed into 
the canyon. 

The miners were doing 
well. There were 300 ac¬ 
counts on the books of the El 
Doradoville stores. The town 
boasted of three general 
stores and half a dozen sa¬ 
loons, with their gambling 
tables and dance halls run¬ 
ning wide open. 

JOHN ROBB claimed he 
made more money running 
the sawdust from the floor 
of the Union Saloon through 
his sluice box than he was 
able to make working the 
rock and sand in the creek 
bed for the precious metal. 

On Nov. 6, 1860, 400 votes 
were cast in El Doradoville 
for Lincoln, Wells Fargo 
was shipping an average of 
$12,000 per month in gold 
nuggets from this canyon, 
and perhaps even more was 
sent out by other agencies 
or carried out by private 
parties. 

Later, it was reported that 
Ducammon and Jones had 
purchased over two million 
dollars in gold dust during 
a period of 18 years from 
the placer claims of the San 
Gabriel Canyon. 

THEN IN DECEMBER, 

1861, the rains came—and 
continued without let-up for 
about three weeks. On Jan. 
18, 1862, disaster hit the can¬ 
yon when rain of cloudburst 
proportions hit the already 
soaked canyon, and the re¬ 
sulting flood washed the 
floor of the canyon away. 
The miners’ cabins and the 
entire town of El Doradoville 
were gone—not one building 
left—carried by the flood 
waters "clear into the sea.” 
The "Boomers” were finish¬ 
ed and never returned. 

A great hydraulic mining 
period followed this disas¬ 
ter. Our Department of Min¬ 
erals, Rocks and Golden 
Hopes is working on this 
phase for a future column. 

GOLD STILL exists in the 
gravel of the San Gabriel 
River beds. Small amounts 
are recovered by the large 
number of picnickers — and 
also by members of our res¬ 
cue crew in need of new 
boots, who engage in pan¬ 
ning and small-scale sluic¬ 
ing on weekends, usually 
gaining lots more in fun 
than profit.
